Since the announcement of Sir Douglas 11 alg. how 
ever, there has been a very' manifest stiffening of the I »rit 
isb resistance and several positive successes have been 
scored, the most important successes since the < herman of 
fensive was launched more than three weeks ago. 
Every' development adds to the evidence that the pres 
ent struggle is one which has for its objective the* destruc­ 
tion of the opposing army. 
I here has not vet been mani­ 
fested, by either side in the titanic S t r u g g l e , any desire t< 
capture or to hold with the idea of establishing a base, fin 
other than pressing and immediate needs, a n y position 01 
any city. 
Both allies and T eutons seem determined to 
light out the final battle to a finish on the plains of Picardy, 
That being true we must not attach too much import­ 
ance to the acquisition of mere miles of territory of in 
value. 
It is quite likely, though not certain by any means 
that the next week will see a decided change in tin* fight* 
ing.

Clean Streets 


Washington has emerged from a long and severe 
winter season, with streets and alleys, especially tile for­ 
mer, in better condition, so far as cleanliness is concerned, 
than it has for many years. That, in view of the fact that 
all work of cleaning or keeping the streets clean was im­ 
possible through the winter season, is all the more re­ 
markable. 
As>*a matter of fact the heavy snows melting away in 
floods of water and the one or two extraordinarily heavy 
spring showers, we have experienced, contributed some­ 
what to bring about the present condition, but it is unde­ 
niably true that lite street cleaning force has been b u s y , 
in a modest sort of a way, consistently and determinedly 
pegging away. 
Catch basins have been cleaned and kept clean, gutters 
and sewers have been kept open and even that, if nothing 
more had been done has enabled the rains and melting 
snows to carry away a great amount of “ dirt” which had 
accumulated. 
There has been no elaborate street cleaning program 
adopted, there has been no extraordinary appropriation 
made for the work, there has been no talk or agitation. 
Just a quiet, unostentatious doing of the small things, 
doing all that it was possible to do and not quitting entire­ 
ly because big things were impossible. 
At the present time it is unnecessary to place the credit 
for these very much appreciated results.

has been spoiled to a large extent, by 
the w ater receding several feet m ' 
result of the old dam being carried 
aw ay by the ice during the past win­ 
ter, two large sections of the dam 
having given way under the big gorge 
that formed at th at iioint. 
Not only has the 
receding 
w ater 
cau sed the stream ut th a t point to 
lose much of its attractiveness as a 
fishing pool, hut the receding w ater 
has made it necessary to operate the 
Day mill by steam power. 
W hether the dam will ever he re ­ 
constructed is not known, but the in­ 
dications are th at it may not he re­ 
built, unless for m ore important pur* 
posses than 
operating 
the 
present 
mill. 
The possibilities of creating a tre ­ 
mendous w aler power a t Rock Mills 
are many, and a dam 12 foot high is 
possible at th a t i»oint, while a short 
distance south of the point a dam of 
oven g reater height is possible. 


ROAD IN URGENT 
NEED OF REPAIR 
T he plan for rebuilding the Colum 


bus pike from this city to the county 
line near Gooks Station is decidedly 
welcome news to persons who fre­ 
quently us<> the highway, as the road, 
for the likest part, is in urgent need 
of rebuilding. 
Much of th e road Is virtually worn 
out, and with a little heavy traffic d u r­

W hen the three counties finish their 
respective p arts of th e road, it will 
offer the most direct route to Colum­ 
bus, cutting off several miles between 
this city and Columbus over any other 
possible route. 


LITTLE DAMAGE 
TO GROWING WHEAT 
T here lias been very little damage 
to the w heat in F ay ette county, and 
at the present time all indications 
that the crop will be damaged by 
freezes later in the spring, are very 
small, so that it can he p red icted with 
a great deal of assurance that the 
crop, will bo large if rain is sufficient 
from now on. 
T h e acreage in F ayette county is 
far g reater than last year, and the 
condition of the w heat is exceptional 
ly good generally, only a few fields 
having suffered 
severely 
from 
the 
extrem ely bad w eather, 
and 
these 
w ere probably planted too late for the 
wheat to obtain a good footing. 
F arm ers arc m ore 
than 
pleased 
with tho condition of the growing 
wheat, aud anticipate a good yield.
